I just read the first issue of Invasion, and 1 enjoyed it 
quite a bit. Luke becomes pretty powerful in the novels 
set during the twenty years or so since the original trilogy, 
and his entrance in Invasion really captured that. The 
menace of the Yuuzhan Vong invaders was also well por- 
trayed. The fact that their warriors are barely in panel for 
the first nine pages—even though this specific invasion 
begins on page one—highlights the general populace's 
lack of knowledge of what is going on at the start of the 
NJO era. To cut a long message short(er), this was my 
favorite Star Wars comic in quite a while (which is saying 
something since 1 enjoy all the Star Wars lines).
